‘Abrahatn Lincotey Advice 


With the approach of Spring, and a revival of business activity following 
a winter characterized by much unemployment and the necessity for the dis- 
tribution of relief ofi a large scale by Governments, municipalities.and charit- 
able organizations, the air is filled with rumors of impending strikes and in- 
dustrial disturbances. The coal miners of Canada and the United States 
threaten a walk-out)to enforce their demand for a six-hour day and a five-day 
work week, while the engineering and other trades in Great Britain are also 
resorting to extreme measures, 

It ‘would naturally have been thought that, 
which mean idleness, not only for those going out on strike, but for count- 
less thousands engaged in other trades which are dependent upon a plentiful 
supply of coal, and instead of striving for less work and employment, the 
lessons of the past year would have taught all men to exert themselves to 
create more work in order that, with the employmnt of all and renewed activ 
ity, there woud be better times and a larger measure of prosperity for all. 

However, it would appear that the fallacious teaching of paid agitators, 
that a reduction in working hours and days below a reasonable limit must 
inevitably provide work for a larger number, stilt influences many of the 
world’s workers. The theory that the world must have a certain quantity 
of any given article, and that if each individual produces a smaller quantity 
of it, a larger number must be employed to make up the required total, is a 
false théory. It is possible to so enhance the cost of an article as to make 
it prohibitive, and to so seriously reduce the demand, that, instead of there

_Again, those who ffreach this false doctrine lose sight of the fact that 


mankind can get along without an amazingly large number of things if cir- 
cumstances force them to do so. The experiences of the war should have 
been sufficient to thoroughly convince all peopte of this fact. 

Last year the coal miners in Great Britain sought to dictate to the whole 
nation, and in tying up the coal mining industry they not only inflicted enor- 
mous losses on themselves,-but dealt a blow at Britain’s position as a great 
coal exporting country from which it has not yet recovered.

Canada’s workers would do well to heed the 
ham Lincoln, himself a worker and of the people. Lincoln said: 
“Property is the fruit of labor; property is desirable; it is a positive good 
in the world. ‘That some should be rich shows that others may become rich, 
and hence is just encouragement to industry and enterprise. Let not him 
who is hopeless pull down the house of another, but let him build one for him- 
sif, thus assuring, by example, that his own shall be from violence 
when built.” 

The man who gains a competence in this world, or amasses wealth, does 
not do so by working as little as he possibly can, or by skimping the work he 
does. The world’s rich men are among its most industrious and hardest 
workers, Their aim in life is not to accomplish as little constructive, pro- 
ductive work as possible in the course of a day, but rather to strive for a 
maximum of results. , 

If.men who now regard their position as hopeless, and are envious of the 
success of their fellows, would but follow Lincoln’s advice and get busy and 
exert themselves, not as little as possible, but to the full extent of their pow- 
ers, they could quickly establish themselves and make a worthy place for 
themselves in the world. But they will never get anywhere by simply 
criticizing what others do and striving to tear down what others have built 
up. They should change their tactics, and, instead of endeavoring to do as 
little as possible, and skimping that little, try the plan of exerting all their 
efforts and endeavoring to achieve a maximum of good work accomplished 
during the full period of a reasonable long working day. 

What this old world needs is not more spare time, more sport, more en- 
tertainment and pleasure, but more work, steady work, constructive and pro:

Canada’s Needs. a . 


No. 1—Population 

In this, the first of a series of articles dealing with some of Can- 
ada’s outstanding needs as it enters the new year, first attention is 
given to the subject of population, because, after all, the provision 
of many other needs and the solution of most national problems 
hinges upon the question of people. 

Some people may challenge the statement that. population is 
Canada's most pressing need. Pointing out that there is much un- 
employment at the present time, some may argue that we already 
have more people than we can adequately provide for, and that ail 
efforts at immigration should cease. Others may contend that 
more important than population is the righting of certain social 
wrongs and the raising of the moral and religious life of the nation. 

There is, of course, room for argument, but the writer would 
submit that before any country can amount to anything, and before 
there can be increased employment and a high standard in life, 
there must be an adequate population to make these things possible. 
Churches, banks, factories, railways, and so forth, do not make a 
country. It-4s people who make a nation. Without population 
any Jand will remain a wilderness, but with people, and only with, 
by and through people can a barren land be made anything else 
but barren. 

Along with the New Year, Canada gets a new national adminis- 
tration. Among the big problems which will confront the new 
Prime Minster, his cabinet and the new Parliament, not one exceeds 
in magnitude and importance the question of largely augmenting 
the ‘population of the Deminion by the introduction of the right 
class of immigrants. 

Fortunately, the whole country is beginning to realize this fact, 
and cast and west a growing public demand is being vofted for the 
adoption of a wise but vigorous and persistent immigration policy. 
The immigration’ portfolio in the new Government calls for the 
biggest, brainiest, most aggressive man that Mackenzie King can 
call to his cabinet. The task confronting such a minister is a hara 
one, but the man who tackles it in earnest and keeps at it will not 
only make a lasting name for himself, but will confer benefits on 
Canada which ‘cannot be reckoned in dollars and cents alone. 

The new Government is pledged to adopt policies and enact 
laws designed to bring about a return of prosperity to this Dominion, 
to keep our factories busy and, generally, to provide ample employ- 
ment for all citizens. The basic stone in the construction of the 
national edifice of prosperity is population—people~settled on the 
vacant lands of Canada, people to work in the development of our 
vast wealth of raw natural resources, people who will create traffic 
for our national railways, people who will help to divide the load of 
taxation and thus make it easier for all. 

There are hundreds of thousands of prospective emigrants in 
the countries of Europe. If number alone was all that counted the 
task of the new Minister of Immigration would be easy. But 
whike Canada wants quantity, and can absorb tens of thousands of 
new settlers, they must be of the right type, men and women and 
children who will prove an asset and not a liability to Canada. Un- 
fits, whether physically, mentally or morally, are not wanted and 
must be debarred, but the clean, sound, able-bodied should be picked 
out and encouraged to come, and mere lack of money should not be 
imposed as a bar to their admittance. 

Canada is a land of opportunity. While the days of free home- 
stead lands, which attracted a great influx of settlers in the first de- 
cade of the century, are no longer available, there are tens of mil- 
lions of vacant acres of good agricultural land awaiting settlement. 
It will be the task of statesmanship and truce nation-building to work 
out a sound policy whereby these lands are made available to set- 
tlers on reasonable terms and some assistance given to such settlers 
to enable them to establish homes with an assurance of success. 

The first step towards evolving a practical and successful settle- 
ment policy is to discover why it is that so many thousands of peo- 
ple who have come to Canada in the past with the full determina- 
tion to remain here and make permanent homes for themselves and 
their children, have, after the lapse of a few years, left the country. 
There is a weakness, a fault, somewhere. It should be clearly 
located and steps taken without loss of time to remedy the defect, 
whatever it may be. That done, then vigorous action should 
follow to encourage the hardworking, fit people of Europe to come 
to Canada, establish homes here, assist in the development of our 
stores of natural wealth, and become good citizens and active par- 
ticipators in the building up of this Dominion.

American Farmers Are Anxious to 
Take Up Land Here 

(By G. C. Porter, of Winnipeg) 

Minneapolis, Minn.—Canadian Gov- 
ernment Agencies at this point and 
the railroad Nattral Resources De- 
partment Agents, are in receipt of let- 
ters from points as remote as Califor- 
nia and Florida, from” farmers who 
want to move to Western Canada. 
Some of them are from men who went 
to those States as recently as three 
years ago to try fruit growing, lured 
there by advertising companies own- 
ing large acreage. They are dissat- 
isfied, and are anxious to get back 
North? 

Must Be More Co-operation 

Co-operation by the people of West- 
ern Canada and more co-operation in 
helping get -settlers on the land is 
what the railroad men, immigration 
Government agents and real estate 
men with whom I have talked em- 
phasize as a prime essential if the 
full advantage is to be taken of the 
trend that is setting in from the 
States towards the vacant lands over 
the line. 

How It Can Be Done 

Howard Everett, president of the 
Luce Land Company, speaks with 
wide experience in this field. He told 
me of the days when the Luce Com- 
pany was taking thousands into Sas- 
katchewan. They looked after their 
particular settlers and helped locate 
them on the land. There was not 
the co-operation and help for those 
new arrivals that he would like to 
have seen and such as is necessary if 
every settler taken in is to be anchor- 
ed to the soil. The machinery was 
not there for the co-operation purpose. 
The spirit of encouragement was 
there but there was no organization. 
Mr. Everett did not think that this 
should be left to haphazard chance. 
There should be organized bodies to 
meet these new comers. If the people 
were worth advertising for and worth 
sehding highly paid agents over the 
country for, they were worth taking 
care of until settled when they arriv- 
ed at their destination. 

More Attention at the Border
